How Big I* an Electron? 

One very noteworthy experiment lu 
mensuring mi electron was performed 
tiy tin American, Professor Millikan of 
Chicago. He Introduced a minute drop 
of oil of about 1-10,000th Inch In diam¬ 
eter In u chamber between two plates 
whose electrical charge was subject to 
control. The drop of oil was strongly 
Illuminated and was viewed with u 
telescope. By controlling the poten¬ 
tials of the plates the oil drop could 
be made to full or rise at will. The 
drop coutluuully picked up Hiid lost 
electrons. As It picked up Hit electron It 
would move toward the positive plate. 
By carefully observing the action of the 
drop of oil. Millikan was able to deter¬ 
mine very accurately the charge added 
to It by Its picking up oue electron.

9. It transfers the present Bureau 
of Education with its equipment, per- j 
sonnel, etc., to the new department 
and leaves to Congress the determin¬ 
ation of transferring of other educa- 
tioal activities now in other depart¬ 
ments or existing as separate boards.! 

States Rights Fully Protected 

The fear of some opponents of the I 
bill that a federal department of edu- i 
cation would establish a bureaucracy, 
imperilling the right of a state to | 
control and administer its own educa- j 
tional affairs, is not well founded. 

The Towner-Sterling bill specifical¬ 
ly provides that: 

“All the educational facilities en¬ 
couraged by the provisions of this 
act and accepted by a state shall be 
organized, supervised and administer¬ 
ed exclusively by the legally consti¬ 
tuted state and local authorities of 
said state. 

"And the rights of the states are j 
further protected by the specific lim- j 
itation that the secretary of educa¬ 
tion shall exercise no authority in re¬ 
lation to the organization, supervi¬ 
sion, or administration of educational I 




portionate share of the tax necessary 
to raise the amount to be appropri¬ 
ated for the removal of illiteracy, a 
far different condition is presented 
in connection with the appropriation 
for the purpose of teaching immi¬ 
grants fourteen years of age and over 
to speak and read the English lan¬ 
guage, and to understand and appre¬ 
ciate the government of the United 
States and the duties of citizenship. 
Out of the total amount of $7,500,000, 
authorized to be appropriated for the 
removal of illieracv. California would 
receive as its pro rata only about 
$18,000: but on the other hand its pro 
rata of the $7,500,000 for the Amer¬ 
icanization of aliens would be about 
$326,000; and our proportion of for¬ 
eign-born in California is continually 
increasing.”
